E ditor H kralD:—lu a recent isvue of 
the H bbald appeared a report of an in 
terviiw with a certain gentleman of thia 
oity who is accredited w ith making 
assertion th a t the cottony cushion seals 
i i not injurious to tbe tree# it infests, 
it only feeds upon tbe fungus growing 
upon th s tress. 
T hat this is far front 
being tb e ease any person oan prove to 
his own satisfaction by an observance of 
these insects upon any bsdly infected 
tree, w ith the aid of an ordinary hand 
leas ahd a microscope of considerable 
magnifying power. 
Upon removing one of th e nearly 
grown ioseota which we Hod crawling 
about the tree end examining ths under 
aide of its body under a high magoify- 
ing power we find a black tubercle situ­ 
ated between the first two pairs of lea*, 
and from the apex of tbia tubercle issue 
three alenfier bristles, which comprise 
tbe beak 6» th e inmet, by means of 
which ite food is obtained. 
If, now, ws loosen each of the fset of 
one of tbeee insects situated upon the 
under-eide of th e branch of a tree, we 
find that, ins lead of falling to the 
ground, it ia still attached to the tree; 
and, by examining closely with the lena, 
ws find th at tbe organ of attachm ent is 
tbe beak described above, which ia in ­ 
serted into the bark of tbe tree. 
1 any into the bark, because if w* 
scrape away ibe fungus with a sharp 
knife we find th at the beak of the insect 
passes entirely 
through 
this fungus 
grow th and entera the bark iteelf. 
Almost every person who baa seen 
these inserts clustered upon th e trunk of 
a tree has noticed th a t the bark ia wet 
for a aousiderable distance around and 
especially below them, and also that th s 
lower leaves and branches upon badly 
infested trees are covered to a p e n t 
extant by a sticky liquid, and if we 
exam ine for seme Urns one mi these in­ 
sect* under a lens we will see a globular 
drop of a semi-liquid substanoe issue 
from a pore situatoo on the back of the 
insect, near th e posterior end wf ito body, 
and if tk if drop obanoea to fall npea any 
object it breaks and scatter* itself to a 
considerable distance around; this, tbeu, 
is the source of th e wet spots we find 
upon tbe trunk nod lower brunches of 
iufestad trees.
